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Israel Has Achieved Aims, Washington Believes 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) — According to 
highly reliable and informed sources, Israel be- 
lieves that she has achieved in Washington very 
close to the guarantee of free passage tHrough 
the Gulf of Aqaba which she sought. 

This belief is based on the American declara- 
tion of the international character of the Gulf, the 
stationing of United Nations forces in the Straits, 
the assurance that these forces will not be with- 


drawn without notice, the United States promise 
that she will- urge retention of the forces until 
peaceful conditions are achieved, and Israel’s own 
guarantee of its shipping and its right to defend 
itself under Article 51 of the charter. 

Concerning Gaza, these sources state that Is- 
rael has the moral commitment of President Eisen- 
hower to regard Israel’s “expectations” as “rea- 
sonable” and to insure that her withdrawal under 
these expectations shall “not be in vain.” 


Observers note that Israel is performing an 
act of faith in withdrawing. Israel circles note, 
also, the vital role played by France during the 
critical moments in the recent ‘negotiations. 

Golda Meir returned to Israel Wednesday. 
Her departure is interpreted as an indication that 
the withdrawal will proceed as scheduled. 

The sense of crisis here seems to be slowly 
disappearing.

CourtFight Resumed 
Over Mixed Seating 


NEW ORLEANS (NJP)—The opponents of family seating at 
Chevra Thilim Synagogue have decided to press their court fight 
despite their defeat in the recent election. 

David Gertler, attorney for the group, said that a hearing 
will be held March 28 in Civil District Court. 


The hearing is on the suit 
filed several weeks ago. 

Foes of family seating asked 
for a temporary restraining or- 
der. The judge did not grant 
the order, but fixed March 28 
as a date for a hearing on ex- 
ceptions to the suit filed by the 
proponents of mixed seating. 

In the meantime, mixed, or 
family seating, is now in force 
in the Orthodox synagogue, 

One of the contentions of the 
opponents is that mixed seating 
is a change in the by-laws and 
requires a two-thirds vote of 
the membership, not only those 
attending the meeting at which 
the vote was taken. 

The fight within the congre- 
gation has been going on for 
months. The general member- 
ship voted 193-68 for mixed 
seating (NJP, March 1) despite 
an appeal from Rabbi David 
Hollander, of New York, imme- 
diate past president of the Rab- 
binical Council of America.

Withdrawal Studied 
By Observers To See 
If Israel Won Rights

WASHINGTON, D. C., and UNITED NATIONS (NJP)—The Mideast question seemed about 
ready to retire from the world spotlight, as Israel began withdrawing her troops from the Gulf 
of Aqaba and the Gaza Strip. 

Observers, meanwhile, were trying to figure out just what expectations or hopes or assumpe 
tions were valid in view of the jumbled picture of just why Israel did agree to bring her troops 
back behind her borders. 


SECRETARY OF STATE DULLES opened his press conference in Washe 
ington with a statement praising Israel for its decision to withdraw. 

He termed the Israeli decision “not an easy one,” but expressed the belief 
that it should bring about “more stable, more tranquil,’ conditions in the area 
that would be “more conducive to the general welfare than those which existed 
heretofore.” 

Dulles was asked the following question by The National Jewish POST: 

“Mr. Secretary, this past Friday Israel’s Foreign Minister announced her 
country would withdraw from Gaza and Aqaba and made certain assumptions 
concerning the withdrawal such as that the withdrawal from Gaza was being 
made under the assumption that United Nations troops exclusively would oc- 
cupy that area. Is the United States sympathetic to these assumptions made by

TO THIS DULLES replied: 


“The statements were not quite as you put them. The statement about the take-over being 
exclusively by the United Nations Emergency Force related to the initial take-over and was 
stated by Mrs. Meir in precisely the language which was used by the Secretary General in his 
report, and the balance of what Mrs. Meir said was stated primarily in terms of expectations 
and not necessarily of assumptions. 

“The United States stated its position. on these matters, I think, quite fully and carefully 
in the statement which was made by Ambassador Lodge.” 


ASKED BY THE POST to comment on reports from Cairo that President Nasser has stated 
that Egypt is no longer bound by the six-point agreement with the United Nations which says 
the Suez Canal would be open to ships of all nations, Secretary Dulles reaffirmed the United 
States belief in the agreement. He refused to consider the possibility that Egypt might re- 
assert its belligerent rights and close the Suez to Israel. 

Concerning Aqaba, Dulles stated that passage should be open to all ships until such a time 
that a decision by the world court would close it as an international waterway. However, he 
stated that Egypt’s claim that the Straits of Tiran are national territorial waters has some legal 
basis. 

He added that it is not United States policy to withhold United States ships from using Suez 
if the Suez Canal is not open to ships of all nations. He declared that the United States has no 
reason to expect that any ship of any nation would be denied access to the Suez Canal. 

Dulles said United States aid will be resumed in the Middle East area as soon as the cond 
tions that led to the suspension of such aid are removed. Regarding Israel, he said that after 
its troops are withdrawn and if there seems a period of tranquility, then the aid situation 
would go back to what is was previously. 

IN NEW YORK Tuesday at a luncheon of the United Nations Correspondents Association, 
Mrs. Meir said Israel would defend her right to passage through the Gulf of Aqaba even if it 
meant fighting again. 

“We must be absolutely certain that the Egyptians in any way, shape or form will not re- 
occupy Gaza. This is the minimum requirement for peace,” she emphasized.

beach club in Seattle has reversed itself and decided to admit 


Jewish persons. 


Although its by-laws made no provision for social discrimi- 
mation, the Laurelhurst Beach Club, a favorite community center 


particularly for children, had 
since 1939 barred Jewish young- 
sters from using its recrea- 
tional facilities. 

e “Committee Reporter” of 





the American Jewish Commit- 
tee in its current issue, told 
how the change was effected. 

The Committee last spring 


proposed a plan, which was 
accepted by the Anti-Defama- 
tion League and set into opey- 
ation by the Seattle Civic Unity 
Committee. 

A telephone eampaign was 
launched, asking beach club 
members to get together for a 
meeting on the problem. In 
April, 70 members met and 


voiced their disapproval of the 
discriminatory practice. 

After that the trustees met 
and decided on an amendment 
specifying that no Laurelhurst 
resident should be barred from 
membership. 

“The next regular club meet- 
ing, held May 28,” says the 


American Jewish Committee 
publication, “turned out to be 
the largest in the club’s his- 
tory, with 500 members on hand 
to express their unanimous sup- 
port for the non-discrimination 
clause.” 

The first Jewish family was 
admitted to the Laurelhurst 
Beach Club in June, with others 
following soon after.

On Lard In Cookies

DENVER—The former spiritual leader of the BMH Synagogue, 
leading Denver Conservative congregation, filed suit Monday in 
District Court against a Denver baking company for $425,000, 


claiming their 
his job. 
Rabbi Gershon Winer, 34, now 


head of the Baldwin Jewish 
Center, Long Island, N. Y., 
charged that a misrepresenta- 


tion by the Bowman Biscuit Co., 
concerning the content of its 
cookies started a “chain reac- 
tion” which culminated in his 
being fired last year. 

THE SUIT was filed by Attor- 
ney Jack Greenwald, son of the 
iate Rabbi Leopold Greenwald 
ot Columbus, Ohio, and_ his 
partner, Attorney Bertram Kauf- 
man, 

The rabbi stated in his four- 
page court complaint that he 
had been approached in Sep- 
tember, 1955, by a member of 
the BMH Women’s league to 
endorse certain cookies for its 
annual cookie sale. 


On Sept. 9, 1955, the suit al- 
ieged, O. R. Bass, district sales 
manager for Bowman, wrote 


Rabbi Winer that the company’s 
“assortment supreme _ cookies” 
contained “only vegetable oils 
aS a shortening agent and con- 
tained no animal fat.” 


AS A result of that letter the 
rabbi endorsed the sale of the 
eookies by the Women’s league 
and by students of the BMH 
school. The complaint stated 
more than 2,000 boxes of cookies 
were sold. 

During September, October, 
and November of 1955, Rabbi 
Winer claimed he “heard rum- 
ors” that the cookies contained 
animal shortening but he was 
assured by officials at the Bow- 
man office that the cookies con- 
tained only vegetable shortening. 

But in late November at Rabbi 
Winer’s residence, the: suit al- 
leged, J. Clinton Bowman, pres- 
ident of the company, admitted 
that the cookies contained about 


20 per cent animal shortening 
and that the product had been 
misrepresented. 

“THE PLAINTIFF (Winer), 
owing to the misrepresentation, 
was inadvertently responsible 
for the introduction of the cook- 
ies into hundreds of Jewish 
homes previously adhering to 
Jewish Conservative dietary 
laws,” the rabbi said. The suit 
pointed out that under Jewish 
dietary law, it is against reli- 
gious practice to eat cookies 
containing animal fat unless the 
animals have been slaughtered 
io the precise ritualistic man- 
ner, The suit claims that not 
only was this type of shorten- 
ing not used but that the com- 
pany denied he use of any ani- 
mal fats. 


“Subsequent distrust over a 
period of two months resulting 
from plaintiff's endorsement of 





un-kosher cookies ultimately caused him to lose 





the cookies created an atmos- 
phere of acrimony, suspicion 
and strife, preventing plaintiff 
from operating effectively as 
rabbi and ultimately leading to 
his dismissal as spiritual lead- 
er,” the suit charged. 

‘THIS TRANSACTION 
caused irreparable damage to his 
religious authority in sanction- 
ing the use of foods and other 
products, resulted in great ner- 
ovus strain and embarrassment 
to the plaintiff and wife and 


caused great damage to his 
character, reputation and _ pres- 
tige.” 

Rabbi Winer stated in the 


suit that as a result of his dis- 
missal he left a $13,000-a-year 
position and accepted a similar 
job paying only $10,500 a year. 

He asked the court to enter 
judgment of $275,000 compensa- 
tory damages plus a judgment 
for $150,000 exemplary damages 
“for the defendant’s wilful, wan- 
ton and reckless disregard of 
the rights and feelings of the 
plaintiff.” 

THE BOARD of trustees of 
the BMH synagogue fired Rabbi 
Winer early last summer, but 
he refused to leave the pulpit. 
Finaily a settlement was reached 
and the congregation bought up 
his unexpired two-year con- 
tract for $12,000. 

When the rabbi had failed to 
vacate the parish house by Oct. 
1, the board went into munici- 
pal court and on Oct. 22 secured 


an order to evict him (NJP, 
Oct. 16, ’56). The order was 
never carried out, as Rabbi 


Winer and his family moved out 
a week later. 


The specific details on the 
cause of Rabbi Winer’s dismissal 
were never disclosed and the 


board simply stated he was not 
the proper man for the job. A 
split followed among congrega- 
tion members over the dispute 
which resulted in the forming 
of a new Conservative congre- 
gation last year. 

Rabbi Winer claimed he was 
the victim of a board dominated 
by a former long-time spiritual 


leader of the congregation who 
took issue with his modern ap- 
proach to religious activities.

Rabbi's Protest

CHICAGO (NJP)—A _ protest 
by Rabbi Melvin H, Rush was 
rejected this week by the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians 
and Jews. 

Rabbi Rush had written the 
NCCJ to object to the agree- 
ment made by President Eisen- 
hower with Saudi Arabia which 
barred Jewish servicemen from 
the Dharan air base.

Replying to the rabbi, Willard

Religious Leaders Hit Teachers 
Of Kashrut As ‘Female Rabbis’

HAIFA—When does a female religious instructor stop being a teacher and become a rabbi? 

The question is causing a major controversy in Israel this year. ; 

It all began when dozens of villages, frontier settlements, and kibbutzim asked aid and guid- 
ance from the ministry of religious affairs to help them prepare for Passover. 

THE MINISTRY was delighted by the requests, but soon found that the villagers weren't 


looking for rabbis, but for wom- 
en to teach them kashrut, reli- 
gious cooking, traditional meals, 
etc. 

It then decided to mobilize 
several hundred young religious 
women from among college girls 
and young housewives with ex- 
perience as social workers and 
send them to the villages where 
they were needed. 

ESPECIALLY delightful to 
the ministry was the fact that 
some of the requests were from 
non-religious settlements. It was 
the first time in the history of 
such settlements that they had 
requested religious instruction, 
even if for every rabbi they 
wanted a dozen women. 

During the mobilization, near- 
ly ali the female religious in- 
structors were taken from Miz- 
rachi-Hapoel Hamizrahi agricul- 
tural settlements, for no other 
religious party had so many 
women who lived and worked 
in villages and settlements, and 
knew the kashrut problems of 
the average village housewife. 

A DAY after the first group 
was sent to border settlements, 
first on the priority list, how- 
ever, the chief rabbinate, the 
Agudat Israel rabbinical assem- 
bly, and 1,200 rabbis demanded 
that the ministry call off the 
female instructors. 

The rabbis asserted that not 
only should instructors be or- 
dained rabbis, or at least yeshi- 
va graduates, but that the fe- 
male instructors were being re- 
garded as supreme local 
gious authorities, and were an- 
swering all kinds of religious 
questions, from men as well as 
women. 

THUS THEY were becoming 
“female rabbis,” said the com- 
plainants, 

From calling the instructors 
“female rabbis,” it was only a 
step to accusing the ministry 
of fostering “Reform” practices. 

To the ministry, being 
smeared as Reform was serious. 
If the charge stuck, it would 
mean the end of the political 
road for all ministry heads and 
officials; no matter how much 
they protested. 

THE HEADS tried to explain 
that they meant no deviation 
from Orthodox traditions, but 
only wanted to help religion by 
aiding people who asked for re- 
ligious guidance. 


The Orthodox rabbis were 
firm in their rejections, how- 
ever. 


At last report, the arguments 
were to be presented to Chief 
Rabbis Itzhak Herzog and Itzhak 
Nissim, who although against 
female rabbis have shown some 
understanding in the past for 
needs for flexibility in regard to 
unorthodox religious demands. 

The question they’ll have to 
decide this time is: “What is 
better? To foster religion and 
help religious revival in Israel 
while dealing a blow to Ortho- 
doxy, or maintain Orthodoxy 
even at the cost of having many 
villages go without religious 
guidance?

An extremely 
thorough count has just been 
made of the Jewish population 
of Washington, D.C., and the 
tally yielded a figure of some 
85,000 Jews, much higher than 
was *supposed. 

Conducted by the Jewish Com- 
munity council, the survey was 
by far the most intensive and 
thorough ever made in _ this 
country, in the opinion of M. 
Frank of the Day-Journal.

More than half of Washing- 
ton’s Jews live in the city’s out- 
skirts . . . distribution by sex:

New War In Israel? — 
Motorists vs. Parking Meters

HAIFA—lIt appears that war may break out here again shortly, 
but this one will be fought not in the desert of Sinai, but in the 
streets of Haifa and Tel Aviv. 

The participants, I hasten to assure my readers, will not be 
members of the armed forces, but ordinary citizens of the coun- 
try—automobile drivers. And the issue over which they will give 
battle will be the parking meters, which have begun to spread 
through the country. 

WHEN THE INSTRUMENTS were first erected on Haifa’s 
streets in 1953 they were objects of curiosity. Motorists would 
stop to drop a coin in the meter just for the sake of seeing what 
happened. For a while it appeared that they were a boon to the 
shopper or other visitor to the business district, who needed park- 
ing space for only about an hour. But in apparent desire to boost 
the income, the operators of the enterprise began selling monthly 
cards which entitled the purchaser to park his car as long as he 
wished at any meter in the city. This gave the meter company 
a steady and fixed income; it saved the parkers the bother of 
running out every hour to drop an additional coin; but it de- 
feated the whole purpose of the meters. 

In Haifa the undertaking is supposed to be a partnership be- 
tween the city and a New Yorker who came here to settle, bring- 
ing the meters as his business. The city provided the streets; the 
investor the meters. A company was set up, and the profits were 
to be divided 50-50. 

THE INVESTOR and his wife draw a fixed salary from the 
concern, so they are taken care of, but the profits above that 
have been nil, and the city has not raked in a single pruta, ex- 
cept for the fines levied against offenders. Considering the ill 
will created, these are a greater liability than a profitable income. 

Despite Haifa’s experience, the Tel Aviv municipal council 
decided to gc ahead with a_plan of its own. 

LAST JULY they installed 114 duplex parking meters which 
provided space for 228 cars. Lilienblum Street, which is some- 
times called the little Wall Street of Israel, rated the largest num- 
ber of meters, apparently in the belief that the bankers and 
brokers would be the best customers. Other main thoroughfares 
like Rothschild Blvd. and Yehuda Halevi St. came in for their 
share of the meters. 

By Yhis time, the motorists were up in arms, and an Au.o- 
mobile Drivers’ Protective Association was formed. 

DURING THE FIRST six months that the things were oper- 
ating, some 5,000 tickets were handed out to offenders in Tel Aviv. 
At the time that this is being written, only 30 of them have shown 
up at court to be fined. How much longer they are going to get 
away with it remains to be seen, but a nation which stands stub- 
bornly by its rights at Gaza and at the Tiran Straits is not going 
to retreat very easily from its opposition to parking meters, 

In Tel Aviv, a 50-pruta coin alerts the meter for a 30-minute 
park; two coins give the driver an hour. Technically it is sup- 
posed. to be the same in Haifa, but in recent months the motor- 
ists have discovered that most of the meters don’t seem to oper- 








ate on one coin—and you have to drop in two even if you’re going 


to stay for only five minutes. 
to have helped the profits. 


Even that device does not seem

ONE OF the editors of the Re- 

constructionist magazine in a 
recent issue felt that the Jewish 
press had ignored some of Dr. 
Mordecai Kaplan’s suggestions 
about what he felt was a neces- 
sary understanding about pres- 
ent-day Jewry. Part of the con- 
tribution of the press, I'm sure, 
could be education, the spread- 
ing of Dr. Kaplan’s ideas to a 
wider audience. And this mem- 
ber of the press is more than 
happy to make such a contribu- 
tion since his ideas make good 
sense to us, 
‘ Suppose we take a look at a 
couple of answers he gives to 
questions in his book “Questions 
Jews Ask”: 


(1) What is meant by sta 
tus” as applied to the Jews? 
The Jews of the Diaspora are 

not a “nation” in the accepted 
sense of the term today, neither 
are they a “race,” nor merely a 
“religious communion.” They 
are today without status. They 
do not themselves know exactly 
what it means to be a Jew, and 
nobody else can tell them. Jews 
who want to remain Jews are 
entitled to feel part of a defina- 
ble and identifiable social entity. 

The establishment of the State 
of Israel has not solved the 
problem of what is the status 
of the Jews in the Diaspora . . 
Jews in the Diaspora sorely need 
public recognition by name of 
that which constitutes their 
group unity and _ individuality. 
Such recognition is a prerequi- 
site to their being accepted by 
the world at large as a factor 
in civilization, and to their own 
children’s acceptance of Juda- 
ism. 

That which unites all Jews is 
peoplehood . a people is a 
chain of generations united by 
a common history and culture 
the origin of which can be traced 
to a common land. If we will 
accept that concept ... and if 
we will publicly proclaim our 
acceptance of it and organize 
our collective life on the basis 
of that concept, the world, too, 
will have to recognize us for 
what we are. We shall then have 
achieved status. 


(2) How can it be said that 
Jews lack status in America, 
if they have the status of cit- 
izenship and are members of 
& specific religious group? 

It is true that American Jews 
aS individuals have the status 
of American citizens, but, as has 
been pointed out, they have no 
status as Jews. To have status 
as Jews it would be necessary 
that both they and the non-Jews 
understand to what sort of group 
the Jews belong. As long as Jews 
themselves are in doubt . 
whether it is a religious, ethnic 
or cultural group, the term 
“Jew” can have only a negative 
meaning for them; it can only 
mean not being like everybody

else in the general population. 
It is especially important in 
bringing up our children that 
we be able to make clear to them 
what sort of a group it is to 
which we expect them as Jews 
to give loyalty and devotion . 
To be sure, the Jews figure in 
the minds of non-Jews as a re- 
ligious group. But not all Jews 
are religious, and those who 
are have other Jewish ... erests 
in common besides religion. 
Thus, to assign to Jews the sta- 
tus merely of a religious group 
creates confusion in our neigh- 
bors’ minds. Our neighbors are 
prevented by this error from un- 
derstanding such fundamental 
aspects of the Jewish civiliza- 
tion as the Jewish attachment 
to Eretz Yisrael and the Hebrew 
language, since according to the 
prevailing conception these have 
nothing to do with religion.” 

I COULD keep going right on 
with more of Dr. Kaplan's an- 
swers. But on second thought, 
you should get a copy of the 
book for yourself and this will 
have to do as a springboard to 
get you started asking questions 
yourself and checking his an- 
swers. The ones above start on 
page 45 of the book.

been considered as such. 

FURTHERMORE, said Mrs. 
Barun, there really is no type of 
dress to fall back upon. 

What is generally believed to 
be Jewish ghetté garb—silk kaf- 
tans, kapotas, and so forth—are 
in reality copies of Russian- 
Tarter national dress worn in 
Russia, Eastern Poland, and 
Ukraine in the 15th and 16th 
Centuries. 

THE SAME applies to Moroc- 
can and Yemenite Jewish garb. 
The Moroccans wear pajamas 
and the Yemenites nightgowns 
not because these are typical 
Jewish dress, but because the 
Arabs in Morocco and Yemen 
used to dress like that. 

A modern parallel situation is 
the American-Jewish teenagers’ 
sporting of blue jeans and T- 
shirts, said Mrs. Barun. 

EVEN GOING back to pre- 
Diaspora days, there is no Jew- 
ish dress. The reason is that 
Jews of those days wore either 
Arab-style costumes or aped Ro- 
man and Greek dress. Later, 
after the dispersion, the old- 
type Holy Land garb was not 
suitable to Europe and Africa, 
and the Jews, naturally, took 
over the dress of their non- 
Jewish neighbors. 

Later still, Orthodox and con- 
servatively inclined elements 
stuck to the centuries-old garb, 
and falsely considered it Jewish 


garb. What the Natorei Karta 
so proudly sports in Jerusalem 
these days, for instance, is not 
Jewish dress, but simply an 
adaptation of Ukrainian and 
Tartar styles with some Damas- 
cus-Syrian lines thrown in. 
ANOTHER difficulty is that 
Oriental newcomers to _ Israel 
seem to be ashamed “of their 
garb, and throw it away as soon 
as they can afford to buy some- 
thing new. They all want to 
look like Europeans, and as a 
result the most popular items 
are blue jeans, khaki shorts, 
powder-blue shirts, green blouses 


“and mocassins. 


The museum, which will at 
least show what Jews have 
worn through the years, will 
have sections devoted to origi- 
nal Holy Land dress, as re- 
ereated by scientists and _his- 
torians. It also will have the 
styles of the Romans and the 
Greeks, Frenchmen and _ Ger- 
mans, Arabs and Moors, early 
and mediaeval Spaniards and 
Portuguese, Dutch, Turks, Rus- 
sians, etc. A_ special section 
will be devoted to Far Eastern 
and South American Jewish 
styles.

CERTAIN stock situations, certain sure-fire 
characteristics will be recognized in the pattern, 
The doctor-hero is himself a cliche character.

20 YEARS AGO—1937 
Representative Samuel Dick- 
stein, New York, advised Po- 
Jand to halt anti-Jewish excesses 
and adopt a more sympathetic 
attitude toward the Jews, if it 
wished the sympathy of the 
world. He spoke to the House 
of Representatives in Washing- 
ton. 

15 YEARS AGO—1942 
The Jewish Agency bitterly 
denounced the Palestine govern- 
ment and the British Colonial 


office in London after a ship on 
which 750 Rumanian Jewish ref- 
ugees were being returned to 
Rumania struck a stray mine, 
exploded and sank in the cold 
waters of the Black sea. The ref- 
ugees, who had reached Istan- 
bul after a perilous journey, 
were not permitted by the Turk- 
ish authorities to land, nor were 
they permitted by the British au- 
thorities to continue on to Pal- 
estine, even under the immigra- 
tion quota. 


Hebrew papers in Palestine, 
forbidden by the censor from 
commenting upon the disaster, 
appeared with black borders and 
Biblical references to shipwrecks 
in place of editorials. 

10 YEARS AGO—1947 

Stores were closed, as food 
stocks were depleted, factories 
were closed down, as they were 
unable to get raw materials, and 
banks shut their doors, as with- 
drawals became too heavy to 
bear, under British martial law 
in Palestine. Irgun distributed 
leaflets urging followers’ to 
“stand like iron against the as- 
sault of the enemy.” Haganah’s 
underground radio appealed to 


all dissident groups “not to 
co-operate with the Palestine 
government ...” The broadcast 
said, too, that “regardless of 
provocation . .. visaless immi- 
gration will continue.” 

United Nations Secretary-Gen- 
eral Trygve Lie planned the 
immediate appointment of a spe- 
cial inquiry committee to study 
the Palestine question ...

munity organization tends to stifle individual initiative. 

What happened in Dayton when a Jewish furniture 
store-owner there (NJP, March 1) took it upon himself 
to challenge the teaching of religious classes in the school 
premises, is a case in point. 

In a similar way, a person hardly known in the Indi- 
anapolis Jewish community, Mrs. Helen Bohn, while the 
community leadership took days to formulate its replies, 
seized the bit and with letters that were really gems, re- 
plied both to the editorial attacks of the local daily papers 
and to vicious letters from other readers. 

Fortunately, we guess, our communities will never 
be so well-organized that there won’t be the mavericks 
who will refuse to be silenced. Our communities must be 
hospitable to differences of opinion, although we are will- 
ing to concede that most leadership, and not only Jewish 
leadership at that, today has a blind spot in this respect. 

The American Council for Judaism is a shining ex- 
ample of disagreement with majority policy. That is why 
we defend its right to exist and why we print its news, 
just as we print the news of the American Jewish League 
Against Communism, although im both cases, we very likely 
are their most bitter critics. 


MIXED SEATING 


The fight for and against mixed seating goes on with- 
in our Orthodox congregations, and the most bitter cases 
make the news as has, for instance, that at Congregation 
Chevra Thilzm in New Orleans. 

The merabership seems to have voted on the issue 
several times in the past year, and at present the verdict 
seems to be in favor of the seating of men and women to- 
gether. 


From a Halahic standpoint, the judgment of the rab- 
binical authcrities is that mixed seating is forbidden. 
Yet in clozens of Orthodox congregations, especially 


those away from the Eastern seaboard, mixed seating has 
long been tolerated. if not encouraged. 

Also, whereas in Europe, the men and women were 
separated by balconies which prevented the men from be- 
ing able to see the women at prayer, in the United States 
the custom has been accepted of erecting a low two- or 
three-foot partition. In some synagogues the women are 
seated in sections raised a foot or so above floor level. 

Time will give the verdict 

3ut the answer seems already foreshadowed in what 
has happenect in New Orleans, and what is happening in 
many other Orthodox congregations where mixed seating 
or some less drastic variation from the strict Orthodox 
practice is being followed. 


THE KASHRUT STUDY 


We are convinced that Rabbi Pinchas Teitz, who, in- 
tidentally, is ene of the Gdolei Torah of United States 
Orthodoxy, is incorruptible. 

But by the same token, we believe just as deeply 
_that he shoulcl not have participated in the commission 
which was raking an inquiry into the problem of sale 
of kosher meni at supermarkets versus individual butcher 
shops. 

We say thos not to cast any reflection on Rabbi Teitz, 
whose reputation for integrity requires no corroboration 
here, but because the position he holds with the Food Fair 
chain in one of its minor slaughtering houses, will tend 
to cast doubt in some minds, 

In any taaiter which is being fought over as bitterly 
as is this issue, there will be many who will be looking 
for excuses to lay the blame other than where it belongs. 
Even where oo excuse is available, the way the human 
mind works, one is often invented. 

In view of this, and because there is so much chaos 
in the supervision of kashrut in the United States, Rabbi 
Teitz is faced with a difficult decision. 

Rabbi Teiiz issued a three-page statement last week 
which, because of space limitations and the lateness at 
which it was received, we were unable to print. Some 
paragraphs from it are pertinent to the case, and in all 
fairness we are happy to print them: ; 

Any reterence to my name as being a member of the 
never-appointed rabbinical board to settle the dispute between 
the kosher buicners and Food Fair is contrary to the truth 
and is absolutely unfounded. As to the national problem, 
whether supermarkets should be permitted to conduct kosher 
meat stores, a ¢ommittee was appointed — but not to pass 
judgment, as Mrs. Weiss-Rosmarin states—but merely to con- 
duct a hearing and to get acquainted with all phases of this 
problem 

The task of this committee, of which I am a member, is 
to investigate whether such permission may in any way en- 
danger kashrut or. if proper safeguards are provided, may 
even improve conditions of kashrut and reduce the price of 
meat. 

This committee is to summon to hearings all interested 
parties, narnely the kosher butchers, wholesale meat dealers, 
vepresentatives of congregations and religious organizations. 
The testimony taken at these hearings are fully recorded. 
Upon completion of the hearings, all accumulated evidence 
and testimony is to be presented to the executive board of the 
Agudath Horabonim, which consists of 68 prominent Ortho- 
dox rabbis, . 

The executive board, upon examination of the evidence, 
will then resolve this problem. The fact that a rabbi has 
supervision over a Slaughterhouse which is owned by a chain 
store does not in any way disqualify him to serve on an in- 
vestigating committee to look into the kashrut practices of 
chain stores, including even the chain store which is connected 
with the slaughterhouse. 

The supervising rabbi, if he possess the necessary qualifi- 
cations and is imbued with a spirit of piety, will, more than 
any other person, investigate the kashrut conditions in an es- 
tablishment for which he is personally responsible, to the 
Torah and te al those who rely upor his supervision. 











We've never been able to develup a pen 
pal exchange between Israelis and Americans, 
although we've often expressed in print the 
idea that this would make a fine addition to 
the many ways in which bonds between Is- 
rael and American Jewry could be woven. 

For a while, we did have a number of 
names of youngsters in Israel who wanted 
pen pals in the United States, This was a 
program, as we recall, under the direction of 
the Karen Hayesod, The Palestine Founda- 
tion Fund, and someone with imagination had 
devised it. But like other plans, it must 
have failed because of faulty execution. Un- 
der this plan, the Israeli children gathered 
flowers from the countryside. They then 
pressed these into a picturesque cardboard 
folder, on which was room for their name, 
age and address. 

The thought here was beautiful, and the 
program must have bogged down, perhaps 
because of expense or some other reason. 

We’re led to these views by a sweet little 
letter we're reprinting, which came addressed 
to Charles Bromberg, care of The National 
Jewish POST. Since we have no Charles 
Bromberg on our staff, we can only assume 
that either we printed a note from him some 
time ago, and she mistook our address for 
his, or that in some other way she received 
his and our name together. We know Morris 
Bromberg, former Zionist Organization of 
Chicago president, and it could be that he 
has a son named Charles, but that’s just 
conjecture, 

Here’s the letter and we hope that it 
gets to the proper party in some way, and 
Lea gets an American pen pal: 

DEAR CHARLES: 

I am Lea Picker, 14 years old, and I 
want to correspond with you. I don't 
mind what subject you like to write 
about. If you like to write to me about 
music, hikes or sports, you can write. I 
agree about whatever you like. 


I play the piano seven years now, and 
if you will come some day to Israel, I 
will play for you if you like music. 

I ask you to forgive me for my “beau- 
tiful” English I use, but as you know I 
only learn English the fourth year, so 
I can’t know English very well. I learn 
in a secondary school, in the fifth form, 
and the subjects that I learn are: Biology, 
physics, mathematics, English, scriptures, 
history, Hebrew, art and sports. 

Please write me about your country 
where are you learning and so on. So 
for now good-bye, oe see your letter soon,

VAYIKRA: 


Of Sacrifices 
and Satire

The first half of the Book of Leviticus, 
earlier known as the Torah of the Priests, 
is concerned with the order of animal sacri- 
fices, the burnt offering and the community 
atonement offering. It is fascinating to ob- 
serve the subtle way in which the priests of 
~— ; ancient Israel — partly to 
: meet the sharp indictment 
of the prophets and partly 
to disassociate themselves 
from the prevailing pagan 
sacrificial rites — lifted this 
primitive religious practice 
to a plateau where it might 
assume some moral impli- 
cations. The expiatory blood 
™ rite, the magical bookkeep- 
Weinstein ing to appease hostile spirits, 
the exorcism of tribal blood lust are slowly 
and subtly converted into honorific gestures 
of personal sacrifice and channels of personal 

atonement for hidden and overt sins. 


READERS of The POST will hardly be in- 
terested, I feel certain, in further discourse 
on the priestly refinements of the sacrificial 
cult, They are not among those who pray for 
the return of the time when the Israelite may 
select a bullock, or a kid, or a lamb without 
blemish to bring to the altar stained with 
the blood and fat of beasts. They will prefer 
to find escape from the grim and grisly de- 
tails of the Levitical chapters in the pages 
of the Haftorah. 

Here indeed is rich reward! For here, 
Isaiah satirizes the idol worshipper. 

Satire is practically the only form of 
humor to be found in the Bible. We recall 
Sarah’s bit on the promise of the visiting 
angels that she would have a son, it no longer 
being with her according to the manner of 
women and her lord being old also! We re- 
call the satirical parable of the trees of the 
forest with which Jothan lampooned the men 
of Shechem. We _ recall Elijah’s caustic 
needling of the frenzied priests of Baal: 
“Shout louder; the Old Man Upstairs is 
snoozing or hard of hearing or perhaps is on 
vacation.” But none of these carries the sus- 
tained ridicule nor the solemn dignity and 
rotundity of phrase which is found in the 
44th chapter of Isaiah, from the ninth verse 
through the 22d. (Go, sluggard, to thy Bible.) 

TO GIVE the bite of relevance to these 
tangy verses, imagine that they are directed 
against the modern idolator. He is the man 
who makes the works of his hands his god. 
He is very often the “self-made” man (that 





ought to be of some relief to the Lord). He 
is the man who buys with money current 
with the merchants all kinds of consumer 
goods from ketchup to Cadillacs, from yams 
to yachts. Then the rest of his money he 
puts into stocks and bonds, into investment 
trusts and holding corporations, and says: 
“Deliver me, for Thou art my God. Talk 
for me in high places and in low. Make men 
bow before me and humor my every whim. 
Bring to me on the double quick the best of 
everything. Let my favor be as the dew to 
withering hopes and my disfavor the blast 
of an east wind. Smooth for me a highway 
in the wilderness. Set me high among princes 
and emblazon my name over the ark of the 
Temple that men may know. before whom 
they stand.” 
Shall we not say with Isaiah: 
“They know not, neither do they under- 
stand; 
For their eyes are bedaubed, that they 
cannot See, 
And their hearts that 
understand.”

I would like, at this time, to 
take issue with the views ex- 
pressed in the “Editor’s Chair” 
column of March 1. 

You state that since “it will 
be many years till a& Jew can 
become President of the United 
States” and “that it will be gen- 
erations before prejudice will be 
wiped out” and conclude that 
since this is true and that since 
“in Israel there is complete free- 
dom for the Jew” an immfgra- 
tion on the part of American 
Jews is desirable and worth- 
while, 

First, let us attempt to ana- 
lyze these primary statements 
before we label the whole hy- 
pothesis false, and in reality re- 
pugnant. 

Whether a Jew will ever be 
elected President I do not know. 
Richard Neuberger, a Jew, rep- 
resents Oregon with a_ very 
small Jewish population. Abra- 
ham Ribicoff, also a Jew, is the 
Governor of Connecticut, also a 
state with a small Jewish popu- 
lation. Jacob Javitz, in winning 
his Senate race in New York, 
was supported mainly by non- 
Jews. ’ 

THIS STORY is repeated time 
and time again. Not just in pol- 
itics but in every sphere of 
American life is the equality of 
all Americans a reality. It is a 
reality today, and will not take 
“generations” to be achieved. 

Then we speak of prejudice. 

As a leader in the National 
Conference of Christians and 
Jews I know that I try my best 
to overcome what prejudice and 
bigotry does exist. But this 
prejudice is not aimed primarily 
at Jews! Jews are just as guilty 


of the insidious hatreds which 
attempt to destroy the unity 
which is the strength of the fab- 
ric which is’ America. No group 
is a special scapegoat. We find 
that prejudiced people hate ev- 
eryone, and a person can be a 
Jew, as well as a Christian, in 
its hating. . 

FINALLY, to snggest leaving 
America, our homeland, our one 
and only home, is repugnant. 
Millions of men and women the 
world over yearn to reach our 
shores. Our freedom and equal- 
ity is no more than an idea in 
the minds of men in other parts 
of the world. 

For an American, born into 
a heritage greater than any na- 
tion, a heritage imbued with 
ideas of justice, of progress, to 
suggest mass immigration from 
the United States is an expres 
sion of more than disloyalty. It 
is a renunciation of all that is 
American, But that is your 
right. ; 

It is not your right, however, 
to call these ideas “Jewish.” Be 
lieve me, not a handful of Amer 
fcans of the Jewish faith would 
share your ridiculous ideas of 
emigration from America. 

The majority of Americans of 
the Jewish faith love America. 
They love the traditions which 
are American. They take pride 
In the majesty of our cultural 
and physical heritage. It is 
theirs, and they are proud, and 
thankful, to call themselves 
Americans. e 

BUT THE Jewish POST would 
forget this heritage, this majes- 
ty, this legacy. They would for 
get our forefathers coming here 
from across the sea, whether in 
1600 or 1900.

tion League to mind its own 
business and let the “NAACP 


take care of the Negroes.” His 
violent outburst, contained in a 
letter to ADL Chairman Henry 
Edward Schultz, was prompted 
by the release of the League’s 
own report on D.C. integration 
which called it “a miracle in 
social adjustment.” ADL Chair- 
man, Henry Edward Schulz, of 
New York, was sharply taken 
to task by Gerber for the re- 
port. Gerber said the ADL re- 
port “is resented by thousands 
of American Jews.” 

Gerber wrote: “If you will 
let the NAACP take care of 
the Negroes and confine the 
best efforts of the Anti-Def- 
amation League along the 
line for which it was created, 
we will all be much better 
off.” According to Gerber, the 
ADL was created for the pur- 
pose of “preventing the defae 
mation of Jews.” 

However, an official reply to 
Gerber pointed out that since 
its founding in 1913 the ADL 
has been concerned with “the 
human rights and dignity of all 
people.” The reply stated that 
while the principal objective of 
the ADL is to fight anti-Semi- 
tism, this objective is "best pro- 
moted by fighting for the human 
rights of all peoples. Gerber was 
told further that the B’nai B’rith 
membership was solidly behind 
the ADL report on D.C. integra- 
tion which Gerber found so up- 
setting.

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Here’s One Class Where To Study Judaism You Can’t Be A Jew

LOS ANGELES—To be eligible for the “In- 
troduction to Judaism” course offered at the Cali- 
fornia School of Hebrew Union College-Jewish In- 
stitute for Religion you must be non-Jewish! 

That seemingly strange eligibility proviso was 
set down by the sponsoring Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations to keep out the flood of 
applications by Jewish students in this area. 

The course was designed originally to accom- 
modate Reform rabbis. These spiritual leaders 
had requested such a course of instruction for pre- 
marital “converts.” That is, Christian men or 
women who had married Jewish mates. 


body is composed of students who are the Chris- 
tian “half” of a mixed marriage—and have de- 
cided to study Judaism. Some have openly ex- 
pressed the desire to be “converted” to keep up 
with their children who are attending Jewish re- 
ligious schools. 

AN ESTIMATED 90 per cent of the students 
have been referred by rabbis. The balance of the 
student body had either heard or read about the 
unique class. 

Several interesting sidelights have developed 
sifice the classes began, with the most significant 
the fact that a number of students have continued 
with other College of Jewish Studies courses fol- 
lowing “conversion.” Some said they were doing
